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Proposes Pooling 


Of Electric Power 


Washington,

4 
(IP)—The 


pooling of electric power, both gov- 
ernment-owned and private. In re- 
gional systems under federal agencies 
was propoxed today by Baall Manly, 
vice chairman of the Federal Power 
Commission. 


He said It was "the best solution 


Of the numerous problems created by 
th« development of large -blocks of 
Hydroelectric power as an Incident to 
the construction of federal 
public 


•works projects." 


But George X. Tidd, president of 


th» American Gas and Electric Com- 
pany, objected to "wide grants of 
power" already given the power com- 
mission and the securities commis- 
sion in the Public Utility Act of 1935. 
Both views were presented In papers 
for the forthcomins world power con- 
ference. 


Tldd argued that the Inter-connec- 


tion of power lines for exchange of 
power and other savings has already 
reached a point "where, after allow- 
ing a reasonable time for natural in- 
tegrating and coordinating force* to 
play their part, full coordination and 
integration (of systems) along nat- 
ural and free economic lines could 
be expected." 
Commissioner Manly said the plan 


for power pools, operated by a fed- 
eral agency, would be a means "of 
securing for large geographical rer 
glons, and perhaps the nation as a 
whole, benefits that could not be 
secured except through the develop- 
ment by the federal government of 
the potentialities of our rait water 
resources and the utilization of the 
energy thus created In proper coor- 
dination with the energy mources 
of private utility systems." 


Extinct Dodo Was About 


Size of Well Known Swan 


' Most famous of the extinct birds 
was the dodo. Its chief character- 
istics seem to have been extreme 
clumsiness and a touching confi- 
dence in the kindliness of man and 
Its fellow-creatures. Europeen set- 
tlers and the animals they import- 
ed had exterminated it in Maurit- 
ius by 1681. The dodo was about 
the size of a swan, and Portuguese 
sailors spoke of Mauritius as the 
Island of Swans.

its home in South Africa, and the 
carcass of the rare bird is ex-

than in any similar period In history, 
Mr. Landon pointed out. 
Certainly the constitution-maker* 


contemplated no such abject surren-j 
der o! authority—even In an emer- 
gency. They Intended that Congre** 
should stand on its own feet. 
Per- 


ceiving the 
dangers inherent 
in 


usurpation, they set bounds to execu- 
tive, legislative and judicial depart- 
ments. 
The President could report 


and recommend; only Congress could 
legislate. 
The President could pro- 


pose; Congress must dispose. Then 
House and Senate—with the entire 
system of checks and baUnees—were 
set up as «afeguards a«ain»t both 
hasty, Ill-considered action and ex- 
ecutive domina.tion. 


To be sure, the country has wit- 


nessed the combination of a domin- 
eering Preeident and a weak, acquies- 
cent Congress before; but such a sit- 
uation Is detrimental and may be 
perilous. The President and the 
Congress should be partner*, in their 
respective spheres. 
No thoughtful citizen will deny 


that Mr. Landon has raised a vital 
issue.—San Antonio Express.

the population of the United States 
soon will be working again at one 
of the nation's biggest businesses— 
going to school. 


The country's educational systems, 


showing signs ot continued recovery 
from 
the depression, are getting 


ready to care for about 30,500,000 
full-time daily students. 


More than 27,000.000 will be In 


public schools and approximately 3,- 
800,000 
In 
private 
Institutions 


These are exclusive of special part- 
time students In adult education and 
other fields. 


Enrollment May Decline 


Government education officials say, 


however, there are indications that 
the national enrollment has become 
stationary, and that it may decline 
slightly this year and for four or five 
•years to come. A falling birth rate is 
bringing about reduced attendance 
at elementary schools. 


The effect of this decrease In births 


was odset for several years by the 
rapid increase in high school attend- 
ance due to more children going to 
high school from the lower grades 
and to students remaining longer in 
high school because of curtailed job 
opportunities. 


The birth rate reached a low of 


16.6 births per 1,000 of population 
in 1933 as compared with 25.1 in 
1915 and 22.4 in 1924. 
But in 


1934 it Increased to 17.1 and this 
pickup Is expected to be reflected 
by an increase in school attendance 
after 1940. 


School Finances Better 


Reports to the United State* office 


of education indicate that with the 
exception 
of districts severely af- 


fected by this summer's drouth, the 
school outlook with respect to fi- 
nances and 
facilities 
is generally 


brighter. 


Substantial Improvement In school 


equipment, particularly new build- 
ings constructed with public works 
funds, greater stability in school fi- 
nancing in many states and partial 
restoration of teachers' salary cuts 
are reported. 


The closed school problem, acute 


n 1933-1934 when the educational 
depression "hit bottom," was virtu- 
ally non-existent last year from a 
national standpoint. Few schools are

psychology, told how tests "with the 
"psycho-galvanometer," on 50 groups 
of college students had detected the 
guilty with only two per cent of er- 
ror.

Each 
of the 50 groups was divided into 
two parts; in one of which the in- 
dividuals drew lots to select the 
criminal and his accomplice.

remainder of the group was unaware 
of the identity of the others.- 


After the experimenter left the 


room the selected criminal was al- 
lowed to take from a box a valuable 
article such as a |20 bill or an ex- 
pensive watch, with the understand- 
ing that if he fooled the investigator 
in answering the Questions he could 
keep the loot. 


The guilty group were Instructed 


to deny any knowledge of the crim- 
inal or the article but to answer all 
other questions truthfully. 


The results. Dr. Summers said, 


were that 49 of the 50 guilty persons 
were detected, 40 being Identified im- 
mediately and the others being found 
in a second test after the first had 
shown evidence of either complicity 
or guilt. 


Among the accomplices all but two 


were Identified.

Ancient Burial Customs 


of French Protestants 


Poiters. France. — Like India's 


towers of silence, where the Par- 
ses place their dead before they 
are removed to their ultimate buri- 
al place, so have the farming dis- 
tricts around Poitou and Saintonge 
in central France a strange burial 
custom. 


The attention of a traveler in 


these regions is attracted by the 
clumps of four cyprus trees set out 
In a square some twenty-five to 
thirty feet apart which dot the 
landscape. 


Few know that here are the pri- 


vate family 
cemeteries of 
the 


French Protestant farmers. 
The 


districts of Poitou and Saintonge 
always have been the strongholds 
of Protestantism in France and 
ever since the days of Catholic 
persecution the Protestants have 
buried their dead on their farms. 


The people of Poilou are affable 


and readily permit strangers to 
pass through the farms to little 
family cemeteries which usually 
are situated some fifty xards be- 
hind the house. A space about the 
size of a large room, enclosed with- 
in a thick hedge, a cyprus tree at 
e»ch comer, is the last resting 
place of those who have labored on 
the farm. 


On passing th? hedge the travel- 


er finds half » dozen humbie 
graves, a wooden cross here and 
there. Tombstones arc rare. The 
cemeteries never pro-A- w si:c. for 
the ntw-est grave is dug in :Jac dust 
ot the oldest.

BRITAIN TO BUILD 


NEW, HUGE FLEET 


Strong Enough to Go Any- 


where, Say* Navy Chief. 


London.—Sir Samuel Hoare, first 


lord of the admiralty, declared that 
Britain, at the earliest moment, 
was to have virtually a new fleet 
"strong enough to go anywhere." 
Speaking 
at 
Southampton 
he 


warned that if Britain's sea com- 
munications should be cut the peo- 
ple would be dead of starvation 
within six weeks. 


"This overwhelming reason," he 


Said, "makes the reconstruction of 
our fleet so vitally important. We 
have delayed so long in its re- 
building that we now are faced with 
the problem of building what vir- 
tually amounts to a new fleet. That 
this new fleet should be built on 
the right lines is a matter of life 
and death to us. 


"As our life depends upon our 


Ire* passage through the seven 
seas, the world fleet must be strong 
enough to go anywhere and to 
carry out its duties in any condi- 
tions. It is our determination to 
have such a fleet and to build it 
with the least possible delay. 


Air Power Threat. 


He lilso referred to the "new 


and formidable threat'' of air pow- 
er against Britain's national secur- 
ity. 


"The air powers have made what 


was once the most secure island in 
the world the most vulnerable so- 
ciety in Europe," he declared. 
"For the first time in our history 
the heart of the empire has. become 
vulnerable. Such a state of inse- 
curity cannot be allowed to endure. 


"I-care not from what quarter 


our security is challenged, our re- 
ply to the challenge must always 
be the same. This is not a question 
of partisanship 2/for or against this 
or that country in Europe. 


"It is the established principle of 


British policy, it is indeed the bas- 
te condition of British life that 
wherever or whenever our security 
is endangered it is our bpunden 
duty to make such preparations as 
will remove the danger. 


"It U on this account that we are 


proceeding with our great program 
of sur reinforcement. It is with the 
determination to reach at the ear- 
liest possible date air parity with 
the strongest power 
within the 


range of these shores that we are 
creating our new squadrons, pro- 
ducing our new machine." 


Help Distressed. 


He pointed out that the rebuilding 


ot the navy would greatly benefit 
the "distressed areas." where un- 
employment ha* been greatly trou- 
blinf the nation. 


"A rough calculation of the new 


construction program on which we 
ar* embarked."

Anxiety Felt by 
Scholars of Early 
American History 


Washington, Sept. 4 (Jp) — News 


from Spain's fierce civil war brought 
a twinge of anxiety today to scholars 
of early American history. , 


Dispatches indicated that rebel 


generals were planning to carry their 
drive into the vicinity of El Escorlal, 
a massive medieval palace 
In 
the 


Guadarrama mountains. 


In its library were ntore<l, at least 


until recently, hundreds of parch- 
ment documents—elthteenth century 
reports to the Spanish kings from 
the governors of 
their 
California, 


Texas and Mexico colonies. 


Whether the documents have been 


removed to another place since the 
war broke out was not know here, 
though 
the 
government 
has an- 


nounced the general policy of safe- 
guarding historical and artistic treas- 
ures. 


American scholars have described 


these archives as a virtually untapped 
mine of Information which might add 
many chapters to the early history of 
the southwest. -Few of the fading 
manuscripts have been translated in- 
to English. 


The burial place for generations of 


Spanish Royalty, El Escorlal is one 
of the country's most precious archi- 
tectural treasures. Philip II planned 
t as a secluded monastery-palace 
hidden In the barren 'hills 25 miles 
northwest of Madrid. 


Workmen Imported from Flanders 


aid the first stones la 1563 and la- 
Dorect for more than 20 years to com- 
plete its bleak granite walls. 


Rebel headquarters promised to 


withhold artillery fire in the attack 
;o avoid destroying historical bulld- 
ngs and monuments, but the bulld- 
ng was believed to be almost Impreg- 
nable to Infantry assaults alone. One 
of the largest structures In Spain, El 
Escorial presents a 744-foot front of 
solid stone and Its walls are fortress- 
like In thickness. 


Loyist troops, holding the place 


since the outbreak of the civil war, 
Save used It as a hospital base for 
:helr Guadarrama columns. 


In addition to the rare books and 


manuscripts In Its library, El Escorl- 
al contains a wealth of art objects 
and historical relics. 
They Include 


Goya tapestries, paintings by El Gre- 
co and Italian artists, and many an- 
tique arms and costumes.
